On guard against 
prejudice 


I he visit to Bradford of the 
Tour for Humanity bus during 
Holocaust Education Week couldn't 
have been better-timed. 

A project of the Simon Wiesenthal 
Centre, the Tour for Humanity is 
described as "a mobile human 
rights education centre,” providing 
information on diversity, democracy, 
Canadian Civic rights and 
responsibilities. 

Although the primary focus is the 
Holocaust - the extermination of 6 
million European Jews, and tens of 
millions of others deemed unfit by 
the Nazis - there is also a warning 
that genocide is not limited to the 
past, that the unscrupulous continue 
to play on insular fears to make 
scapegoats of “outsiders,” that we 
must be ever-vigilant to recognize 
and halt prejudice and racism. 

There has been a rising tide of 
prejudice against Muslims in Canada 
and the U.S., especially in the wake of 
the Paris terrorist attacks on Nov. 13 
- even though it is clear that ISIS and 
Al-Qaeda do not represent Islam, or 
Muslims. 

In fact, Muslims have often 
been the targets and victims of 
the violence. A bomb in a Beirut 
marketplace on Nov. 12 killed 44 
and left more than 240 wounded, 
including women and children. 


And the United Nations estimates 
that over 250,000 have died in Syria, 
victims of all sides in the conflict. 

People have fled to refugee camps 
in countries like Lebanon, Jordan 
and Turkey because they fear for their 
lives, and the lives of their children - 
driven out by war, by bombings, and 
by attacks by ISIS. 

For almost five years, they have 
waited either for the opportunity to 
go home - which seems less and less 
likely - or to find a safe haven, and a 
place to rebuild their lives. 

Those are the refugees that Canada 
will welcome. They are not terrorists; 
they are the victims of terror. 

And just as Muslims cannot be 
blamed for the actions of haters who 
pervert Islam, Canadians cannot be 
considered racists because of the 
actions of the few - the cowards who 
threatened and attacked women 
wearing hijab, or the arsonists who 
set fire to a mosque in Peterborough 
on Nov. 14. 

In Peterborough, the community 
responded by raising over $88,000 
through crowd-funding to cover the 
cost of rebuilding, and offered space 
in local churches for Muslim worship, 
until the work has been completed. 

That’s the kind of respect for 
diversity, the sense of community 
that we expect as Canadians, and 
hope to offer Syrian refugees. 
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Holocaust Education Week 



The Bradford West Gwillimbury Diversity Committee held its first Holocaust Education 
Week in Bradford, with special speaker Andy Reti, who survived the Holocaust as a small 
child, and a visit from the Simon Wiesenthal Centre's Tour for Humanity - a bus that 
contains a mobile theatre. The Tour for Humanity provides information not only on the 
Holocaust that took the lives of 6 million Jewish inhabitants of Europe during the Second 
World War, and the lives of millions of other innocent victims, but also the threats that 
exist today, with the rising threat of racism and sectarian violence.
